A Norwegian paper in January, 1895, re- 
ferring to the Nansen .expedition,. said: 

“Bread is the principal nourishment of 
Nansen and his people. The bread is a 
kind of biscuit, large and round, white and 
very compact. The ration of each man is 
to consist of four biscuits a day. This, at 
least, was given out when the expedition 
left Norway. Silk is used as the most suit- 
able material for tents, as it shuts out the 
cold better than anything else. 

The cabin of Nansen’s ship, the Fram 
(Forward), is heated by means of an Eng- 
lish petroleum stove, which consumes three 
litres of petroleum per day. As the explorer 
taken along with him a sufficient sup- 
é of this fuel to last him eight or nine 
years, there will no lack of heating material.

SCHOOL BOARD ECONOMY. 


St. Louis Firms Slut Out ef Work en 
the New Public Scheels at a Oost 
of $1,000 a School to the City. 


Following hard upon the scandal in the 
letting of contracts for cut stone work on 
the new public schools comes one quite as 
important in the matter of the plumbing 
for the new schools. : 

The specifications for the cut stone work, 
until the Post-Dispatch caused them to be 
revised, gave one concern a monopoly on 
that material, and those for the plumbing 
give a monopoly to another firm on the 
plumbing: fixtures. 

Quick to take advantage of this, the con- 
cern in question is said to be now arrang- 


ing an advance in price, just ‘as the price 
was advanced on the cut stone work. If the 
present specifications are adhered to the 
loss to the city will be enormous, as even 
at the regular price of the material épeci- 
fied there is a great difference between 
its cost and that of the material used 
heretofore. 

For almost two years, Peck, Williamson & 
Co. of Cincinnati have been trying to in- 
troduce in St. Louis their Ensign latrines 
and drains for closets. When the Columbia 
School was built last spring the company 
tried to secure the adoption of the Ensign 
and offered to furnish it at the same price 
charged for the articles adopted. The lat- 
ter were manufactured by the N. O. Nelson 
Manufacturing Co. and were supplied at 
$14 each. 

Since then Peck, Williamson & Co. have 
not relaxed — efforte to introduce their 
article, but ‘to those informed, 
have 3 ng * 2 aéing only a few, all 
of them handled by Martin Taffe, plumber at 
1815 Cass 2 who does a great deal of 
plumbing in the schools.
